WOOL AND TAUXjYV. 
Tke prosperity of this colon}- depends 
milerinll)' oil the ^lonct-'able state of Eu- 
roiio. Witlt tlie flight of Louis Pm- 
Ltj?tE from France, in t'eurumy, 1S48, 
lligaignn] u-as given in KurO[)e for iiiiui- 
■cliv mill civil wnr. Tho suoccorJing 
months witnessed mi almost total cessa- 
tion of business in France, and a restric- 
tion of commercial transactions, 'j'ulle 
wis no longer manufactured it Calais, 
nhd the weavers of Lyons' descried their 
looms. Foreign artiauia wore expelled 
tlie continent, untl the mvrtii't dcvolctl 
nil tlicir timu to polities. Tho success 
attending Ihc rcvohiliun of Fohruary, im- 
mediately followed by it Republican form 
of government, inspired neiglibourinp; cm- 
pii'ea witb an increased deuba for political 
ji^edam. Kebellion is contagious, and 
more parlicularly so ivhcn attended with 
buccobb. Was it then lo be wondered al 
lliat Yeneliari Lomljnrdy should wish to 
shako ofT the yoks of Austtia ? tlie two 
•Sicilies, to be cmancipatci! Ircm Neapo- 
litan dusputi-sm r or tlie imbjects or the 
Pontiff rrom tho dominion of the Holy 
See ? Ireland in her turn bectnic the 
scene oC lumttli and turmoil, of rehellbii 
nnd ret'alt — unci even lifter the ring- 
lenders of tlio rebellion in Ireland tvoro 
■eaplurcd," their trials and appeals kept 
Ireland unsettled and commerce limited. 
The influence of these eauses was 
severely felt in England, rind in this 
colony. In England tho demand 
for manufactured goods was limited from 
the want of confidence abroad. WMlst 
in a market where millowncts we™ daily 
reducing tltoir number of hands. New 
South Wales was exporting an increased 
quantity of wool. As a natural result, 
our principle Staple becu.me chea- cr; with 
6- rise in wages here, the sheupoivncr ob- 
tained a lower price for his wool at home ; 
.and from having taken a higher advance 
upon his wool in 1 8 18 than it realised in 
the British market, was compelled to re- 
fund the diffbtente in 1840. Heset with 
the unpleasant difficulty of scarce and 
dear Labour, and limited domand for wool, 
the poeilion of the aheevowner became 
far from enviable. Establishments were 
reduced, and slieep wcru sacrificed to 
meet demands and auHttiiii urttdil. Eco- 
nomy BuperMdcd luxury, a cirtumstance 
ne:esno.iy to reduce the liability of the 



woolgrowor to the tnerclinnl. In this di- 
Icmmtt assistance cainc to the sheep 
owner's relief, a copious niitl nlendy 
stream of emifrration tended lo reduce 
wages to u RlnndnTd which afforded some- 
thing like a prospect of profit, a benclit 
the more to he appreciated, since the emi- 
gration to California has removed rrom 
this colony a large number of persons 
who competed in our labour market ; 
and but for the emigrants who arrived 
in IBIS and 1849, must have made wages 
still higher, anil the profit* of tho sheep- 
owner considerably smaller. iVor must 
we omit mentioning that the causes wliicl 
so seriously nrTceted our wool market 
had rthio a prejudicial effect upon 
the value of tallow. And the siiuattcr 
to meet his engagements had no alterna- 
tive than to send his wool and tallow to a 
falling market, lo be wicrlficcd without 
the power of n mating the solo until re- 
munerating prices eouhl be realised. 
Such hnB been Ihc position of ihe 
squatter during the last two years. 
Anxiouiily has he been waiting to see the 
tide of fortune lurn in his favour ; and 
it ia only by the late-advices that. ivc 
learn that the clouds which hovered over 
the wool and tallow markets have hcc-n 
dispersed. The July sales produced an 
advance in wool from two-pence lo three- 
pence a pound upon the sales which were 
made in May ; — a rise of two-pence to 
thrce-jjcncc in the short space of two 
month*, acsomimnitd with the pleasing 
intelligence that " the sales went off 
with BTont spirit and firmiifiss," The 
position of tlie sqiutttcr is changed for 
the belter ; the advance in wool unci 
tallow, our chief, and at present most 
important products, presents more cheer- 
ing prospects, and litis news arrives at u 
lime when it almost amounts to a cor. 
Utinty that wool and tallow will at least 
maintain their present prices. 

The causes which operated in depress- 
ing tho market of our products at home 
have almost nil disappeared. The govern- 
ment of France has become nettled, 
and the labourer* nnd nrti?.aus there 
are in full and constant employ. 
The rebellion in Venetian Lomhnrdy has 
heen quelled, and order has been restored 
in the two Sicilies. Added to which, 
cither the conviction of (he Irish ring- 
leaders, or the moral effect of the cle- 
mency shown them by Hek Majlsit, 
has caused the disturbances in Ireland to 
subside. What (hen has been the effect 
upon this colony ? Trade has revived in 
England, the money market at home has 
become firmer, the manufacturers have re- 
sumed operations as before, and wool bus 
become in greater demand. And instead 
of Ihe sheepoivncr being placed in the 
position of rchinilirtg, he whose wool was 
bro tight late to sale lit lioinc, will find a. 
balance to his credit beyond the amount 
of the advanec which lie has already re- 
ceived. 

Sutthis is not the most flattering side 
of our present prospects. lYoni (he firm- 
ness of the market by the last intelligence, 
there is cvotj- reason to believe the price 
of woo! will at least be niainiuineil, and 
that the present clip will prove equally 
remunerative to the grower. One evil, 
however, frequently Hlteiuls n rise in wnol 
tit home, nn evil which litis prnved 1 he ruin 
of many, anil (hat is that when news of 
the price of wool having advanced hub 
arrived at the (imc of shipment, it has 
afforded temptation id the producer to 
take n larger advance fhii" tho avems* 1 
Ijrlve of u-uOl justified i mid then, as it 
Jnlcly happened, his operations in suc- 
ceeding years arc crippled by his being 
obliged to refund In (lie merchant the 
difference between ihe amount advanced 
anil the price (lie wool realised at homo. 
Let the shcepowner be content in the 
present year, nuw that labour is cheaper 
and additional labour expected, with an 
Bdvenco sufiicicnt to carry on his stations 
during the nest yenr. Let him nol lie 
deluded by the present slule of tho wool 
ltiarliet ; for though there is every reason 
to suppose that if a change takes place 
it will bo for his ailvunlnge, still it is 
better to receive than re fund ; find nothing 
tends more tu tlio prosperity of this 
colony tluiti that Ihe woolgmwer should 
he relieved from a debt upon his produce, 
and enabled to reap the benefit of Ids 
investment : snd nothing is so irksome lo 
(lie sheepowncr ns hcinu; subjected to the 
overwhelming onitiety neeesaarUy attend- 
ant upon the depressed slate of (he 
markets at home.

Ihfn ihe occasion or, ^hich it 
ffas written would not justify them in so doing, 
nor would the law screen tho guilty pnrcicr- 
from tha consequences. The learned counsel 
contended that the letter alone bore ample 
evidence that it was written maliciously, anil 
not with the view of beneSiiing tho public. 
To further show that the defendants, or soma 
oftliem, were actuated with malicious motires, 
expressions of ill-feeling toward! the plaintiff, 
cmniiMing from the lips of aorti* of the rJe- 
reiidanrj.^would^be ^glveti it; evidence.^ Mo 

prove that all tho defendanta bad signed the 
latter. To prove that any did so. ho would 
have to call ihe very writer of the letter, who 
of_ course would not be very wlllinc; to give 

evidence. 

Mr. Delohery, the Chief Clerk of the Sydney 
Tolicu OETlee, proved that ihe letter was read 
at the meeting of the magistrates for granting 
licenses to publicans; the defendant, Short, 
when called, came forward and offered to prove 
the truth of thclQttct, and was willing to be 
sworn, but the attorney for tho plaintiff ( Mr. 
Drenan) objecting, the magistrates held they 
had no power tu entertain tlie enquiry in that 
way. 

Mr. Griffithi proved, that In consequence of 
a conversation he had hod with Ike defendant 
Short, hft wrote s fetter similar in purport to 
the libel ; the ntiraenl letter, upon being now 
produced to him, hs said he wnuld not say 
was in his handwriting, though it was like it; 
ha said he did not see any of the defendants 
sign it: ha thought he saw defendant Short 
sign it, but was not sure, (In tho course of 
hts evidence, ho said ha wnr, unwilling tu 
answer wheiner he wrote the very letter now 
produced, for fear he should criminate hiiRielf.) 

A witness of lh« name of Molloy was next 
called, and he most positively swore lhat the 
nrigin«l letter waa written by Grimms. Heve. 
rul other witnesses were called to prove malice; 
some of them proved that Ihe defendant Sherl 
had spoken angrily of lh c- plaintiff nnd hij wife, 
10 ihe effect thai he would deprive trie plain- 
tiEfnf his license, No such expressions v-'errj 
proved nsngninst the other defendants. Other 
witnesses also proved that according to their 
judgmonr, the "College of Content" una an 
orderly tiauro, at least ns much id (bsboiuooI 
the witnesses as id) as any of the other public- 
houses in Sydney. 

This was tlie plaintiffs case. 

The Solicit 'tu GsmiiAi. then no behalf of 
Webster— Mr Micuw, on behalf of Connor- 
Mr. BBoanutiiiBT, for Preston, end Mt. 
FisHxIi, for Doling,— severally submitted that 
ihere was nn evidence to affect their clients. 

His If 0NOI1 was of that opinim,, anil so di- 
reeled the Jury, who at enee found a verdict 
in their favour. 

Mr, Eauvall, then, for the defendant Shqrt, 
addressed the Jury in a few words, contending 
thai his client, upon tlio evidence, was only 
proved to have been actuated ihrnucdtQtit the 
transaction with ■ proper and lauilsblo eplrit, 
viz,, tlio public good. All the cxpressiuns re- 
lied upon as evidence of inslieo failed to mnkc 
out that proposition- What the defendant, 
hie client, did do lie did in a legitimate wray ; he 
wrote to tho proper tribunal nn the subject; 
he was ready to prove bis statement 
□n oath ) which the plaintiff, through 
lits attomny, objected to. Ho called 
upon the jury to presume thnt tlio plain- 
tiffs houBo was a house improperly conducted 
as a public-bouec, nnd one that was properly 
denounced as a nuissnca. He concluded, by 
urging upon the jury, diet 11 ley must hnd ihar 
tho defendant had been actuated by malicious 
motives ht'fare they could find against his 
client. Of such motives ho denied lhat there 
we* any tangihle evidence. 

Hil llosoit, in leaving the ease with the 
jury, told them, after read-mf tlie evidence 
over, that the aimple question they hud to de- 
termine was, whether the defendant hid sent 
the loiter in question £o,ia ftte. or maliciously. 
If they found llmt he did ao £0/10. Jtda, then he 
would be entitled to their verdict; but if, on 
the other hand, they found ho did so raali 
ciously, then their verJict would be 
f r the nlamtiif, nccimptutied nitli such 
reasonable damages, ns they might, under all 
tlio circumstances of tlio case, think lmwaa 
justly en tilled to. 

The jury retired for about half an hour, snd 
found a verdict for tlie pluimifr, damages Dae 
farthing.

Ha [Mr, Johnson) 
contended that lha BSth rule could never ho 
construed lo apply to persons who had never 
been in lha colonv, or within the jurisdiction of 
tho Court. Tint rule wis only intended to 
bo acted on in cases whern judgmeata had to 
he revived against parties who had been pre- 
viously brought before the Ooutl, sod was 
never meant to apply to esses wore the writ ,.f 
tci'rff/brsrrr issued to bring new parlies before it. 
It was obvious from tho rule that tho Court 
Eantemplsted that notice of the process should 
bo conveyed to the defendant ; but If a de- 
fendant has never bean in the colony, how 
could it be supposed that notice could be con- 
veyed to llina, si as to enable him, to Appear 
according to the exigency of tho writ. It was 
absurd to command tha Sheriff to search for 
a person who hai narcr been within the juris- 
diction. But oven if It could be asicTled that 
ths Courtdid intend that the rule in question 
should have the eonstructjon which llm plain- 
tiff bore bad assumed it bore, ho (sir, Johnson)

She proceeds to Cork, to a* to reach thai port 
on iho 1th of August i alio will sail up Iho 
ilrrr, see tho country, and proceed to Dublin 
by sea aad railway, thence after a brief rest, 
ans will depart for Balmoral, passing through 
Otasgow, where a right royal wtlcomo awaits 
hor Majesty. 

A grand review of all the troops in Dublin 
is expsotod; an amnesty Tor the state prisoncn 
Is estreated. A revived of tiado and dainty in 
Dublin, nn occasional session of Parliament, 
nnd even Its peal are expected from her. It is 
believed, however, that her Majesty will merely 
touch at Cork, and proceed quite privately to 
Dublin, where ahe expressly desires io be re- 
ceived without ceremony. There are, how- 
ever, to be processions, elate balls, reviews, 
.4* , for which great preparations 
bto making. Her Majesty would have 
better succeeded in obtaining a quiet passage 
through tha Green Isle by proclaiming a wish 
for at nto and splendour and display. Tits Irish 
aro determined Lo receive ths Csucen in their 
own way, with a teal Irish welcome. Her 
Majesty has distinctly refused ail lha offered 
hoapimliliea of the great, and desires to avoid 
Iho ostentatious rejoicing of the email. Her 
heart is evidently m tins visit, and we liopo 
Hi il I may como of it. 

Lottsra from lha Mountaiuarl Klphinstonc 
hare been icerivod : the convicts, psirioti nud 
heroes included, were quite well, "Tho party 
of O'Brien, Meagher, and LVDomighoo, hsvo 
erobiiked for Iheir deatinalinn : they hnvo 
printed a farewell lo Ireland ; and na their 
l-cacy, leave a prtyei for union. Young 
Meagher said he fell a prouder man to leave 
Ireland aaa prisoner than many of thoao he 
left behind, 

Tho haivcst ia everywhere abundant 1 tho 
polnln orop i* very slightly abTeeled by disease, 
and altogether a promise of relief from the ex- 
tremity af distress, appears to be giving bear i 
to the country, and aenda forth hopes ut revi- 
val, If men would sUow It. 

No sooner It the hand of Ond lifted from 
the men of Ireland, than their own hands 
are railed against each other; on the 12di of 
July, the Orangemen of Armagh would march 
armed anil in procession to celebrate a day in 
which they conquered their brethren, and of 
which they peipetusui the galling memory. 
The liibbonmen, aa the general phrase ia, went 
armed to apoa, on the road on purpose togetup 
nn encounter. Troops , po lice, priests , an d j ea t ices 
looked on, hut mover interposed until tlto mid- 
right, And when live* had been lost. Such a 
scene is a disgrace to Ihe age in which vr* 
tiro. 

The Queen and Court are now at Osborne, 
where numrrous visitors— among them the 
osilotl ltoyalijr of France— have been visiting.

Royal family of 
Franco in Iheir residence al St. Leonardo, wu 
enlivened some days ago by lha sudden arrival 
there of iho DuehesB a f Orleans and the Count 
de Paris, ihe Queen of tha Belgians feeing 
present; theaged fjuecn and King were much 
affected by the mcsdng for the Bret time be- 
tween the parlies since ths separation nt the 
Tuileriea. The English who witnessed the 
scene at tha railway etslic-n, cheered the widow 
and her beautiful boys, and respectfully 
JjlectedtliePrinmandllecuhaofraodHrnTevD- 
lutton, M, it mit; it. the counsellor nnd friend 
of exiled Royalty, hos gone to France, 
where his presence Ml almost unmarked, but 
hia relum will probably be accompanied by 
n multitude niixiou) lo pay their repecia to the 
exiles of February. 

Tlto Lord Mayor gave a grand dinner on 
tho 7th to □ galaxy of intellect nnd science, 
aa wall as of literature and personal 
digtlt'y, in which telenet, the atta, and 
the literatore of ihe day were honourably 
-nay gloriounly— represented. He line in- 
vited for Saturday next a larpe party of Iho 
members of Iho Ifouso of Cumnions, keeping 
up hia hospitality nnd ottering open house lo 
all elsiscs.
